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ANNUAL  MEETING,  MAY  24tli,  1955 


On  May  24th,  the  extension  of  the 
Library  was  opened  by  Mrs.  McGahey, 
who  cut  the  ribbon  stretched  across  the 
opening  between  the  old  and  new  build- 
ings. Mr.  Espin,  on  behalf  of  the  Coun- 
cil, presented  a posy  to  Mrs.  McGahey 
and  Miss  Wood  gave  her  “Hellen  Keller 
Under  the  Southern  Cross”.  This  cere- 
mony was  followed  by  tea  in  St.  George's 
Hall.  Mrs.  McGahey  then  made  a short 
speech  saying  how  pleased  she  was  to 
open  the  library  extension  and  promised 
her  warm  support  at  all  times.  Miss 
Wood  then  read  her  report  and  Mr. 
Whiteley  gave  the  financial  report.  Mr. 
Espin  called  for  any  comments  and 
objections.  There  being  none,  the  re- 
ports were  passed  with  acclamation. 

The  guest  speaker,  Mr.  Neil  Hewitt, 
President  of  Rotary,  described  the  work 
and  aims  of  the  Rotary  movement  which 
led  to  community  service  such  as  spon- 
soring organisations  like  the  S.A.  Library 
for  the  Blind.

LIBRARY  EXTENSION 

The  new  shelving  was  finished  in 
February.  Much  work  for  the  staff 
was  entailed  in  rearranging  all  the 
Braille  and  Moon-type  books  and 
music.  Even  then  it  was  found  that 
there  were  no  proper  dividing  sup- 
ports in  the  shelves  and  much  of  the 
work  had  to  be  done  over  again. 

One  old  shelf  was  converted  into  a 
very  useful  packing  table. 

We  found  it  necessary  to  engage 
a second  boy,  for  apart  from  the 
packing  and  the  delivery  of  books  to 
and  from  the  Post  Office,  there  is  a 
great  deal  of  cleaning  and  dusting  to 
be  done.  We  bought  a second  wheel- 


barrow to  cope  with  the  loads  of 
books  and  records.  We  are  very 
grateful  to  the  drivers  of  the  Post 
Office  vans  for  collecting  books  for 
the  post  in  the  later  morning. 

STAFF 

We  much  regret  that  Miss  Espin 
has  had  such  an  unfortunate  accident 
and  is  still  in  hospital.  We  miss  her 
very  much  and  look  forward  to  her 
return. 

In  July  Mrs.  Sherwood  Watson  left 
Grahamstown.  We  were  very  sorry 
to  lose  her  from  the  talking  book 
department.  The  work  there  has 
grown  so  much  that  Mrs.  Graham 
comes  daily  and  Mrs.  Lombard  three 
times  a week. 

MUSIC 

We  were  very  glad  to  welcome  Mrs. 
Westell  on  her  return  from  England. 
She  is  again  sending  out  music 
records  week  by  week.  Mrs.  Rennie 
kindly  helped  us  while  Mrs.  Westell 
was  away. 

TRANSCRIBERS 

We  are  most  grateful  to  all  who 
have  helped  to  produce  books  for  the 
library.

Mrs.  Murray  also  does  teaching 
and  proof  reading.  Miss  Philip  helps 
by  transcribing  odd  volumes  that 
have  been  lost  and  also  writing  confi- 
dential letters  in  Braille  for  sighted 
people  who  wish  to  correspond  with 
blind  relatives.

BOOKS 

Among  other  books  added  were:

“Reach  for  the  Sky”,  Brickhill.  Moon 
books  include:  “The  Runaway 
Family”,  Hepple;  “A  Winter 
Bouquet”,  Susan  Tweedsmuir;  “A 
Nineteenth  Century  Childhood”, 
McCarthy. 

GIFTS  OF  BOOKS 

Worcester  School  for  the  Blind 
gave  us  36  volumes,  mostly  Afrikaans. 
The  Guild  of  Church  Braillists  gave 
us  nine  volumes  and  S.P.G.  gave 
four.  The  Victorian  Association  of 
Braille  Writers  Yarra,  Australia 
sent  eight  volumes. 

Mr.  Britton,  one  of  our  readers, 
gave  14  volumes,  half  of  these  were 
medical  books  and  the  rest  were 
poetry  and  plays. 

BRAILLE  AND  MOON  BOOKS 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  we  had 
15,929  volumes  in  stock.  We  also  had 
49  volumes  on  loan  from  the  National 
Library,  London. 

CIRCULATION 

Ten  thousand  three  hundred  and 
thirty-three  volumes  were  circulated 
as  well  as  4,949  magazines. 

MAGAZINES 

We  take  40  magazines.  Most  of 
these  come  from  England,  a few 
from  America.  The  one  bi-lingual 
magazine  is  produced  at  Worcester 
and  we  contribute  £20  a year  towards 
its.  production. 


READERS 

There  were  336  people  reading 
during  the  year  and  six  institutions 
had  books  when  requested.  Eight 
of  our  readers  died. 

Connie  Aucamp  has  left  for 
America.  She  borrowed  reading 
matter  for  the  plane. 

One  reader  who  very  much  appre- 
ciates the  library  service,  recalls  that 
in  1919,  the  first  book  he  read  was 
“Grimm’s  Fairy  Tales”,  followed  by 
“David  Copperfield”  and  says  “I  can 
still  feel  the  thrill  and  sense  of 
independence  I had  as  I read  my  own 
books  and  so  could  be  on  equal  terms 
with  my  sister  and  not  have  stories 
read  to  me.” 

David  Friedland  passed  his  first 
year  B.A.  very  well  and  “the  books 
from  the  library  were  of  inestimable 
value  in  his  studies”.  We  regret  the 
death  of  Betty  Schutte  who  was  one 
of  the  transcribers.  She  was  always 
enterprising  and  greatly  helped  her 
brother  in  his  studies.  Some  years 
ago  she  made  a scented  garden  of  her 
own.  There  are  now  two  public 
scented  gardens  in  this  country. 
The  one  in  Johannesburg  was  opened 
by  Sir  Ian  Fraser.  The  other  is  in 
the  Cape  Town  Public  Gardens.  Miss 
Marjorie  Watson  was  the  prime 
mover  in  getting  the  latter  and  at  the 
opening,  she  and  the  Mayor  each 
planted  a tree.  She  generously  gave 
a bench  and  a pergola  to  this  garden. 

Ursula  Pfeifer  and  a friend  went 
overseas  and  happily  toured  the 
continent.  Ursula  has  now  taken  up 
chess  and  finds  it  very  absorbing. 

Mrs.  Leviseur  has  turned  99  and 
reads  regulai'ly.  She  is  the  oldest 
member  of  the  “Black  Sash”  women. 

TALKING  BOOK  DEPARTMENT 

In  this  department,  215  people 
read  during  the  year,  13  readers  died, 
28  others  gave  up  reading  but  64  new 
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people  joined.  We  received  20  new 
machines  and  have  more  on  order. 
Six  machines  were  given  us.  At  the 
end  of  the  year  we  had  20,641 
records  (1,377  books)  in  stock.  In 
addition  we  have  58  copies  of  the 
Reader’s  Digest  (694  records)  and  we 
were  given  eight  copies  of  the 
Christian  Record  Talking  Magazine 
(16  records).  We  have  many  grate- 
ful letters.  One  reader  says  “I 
enjoyed  all  the  books,  including  the 
Reader’s  Digest,  thoroughly.  The 
variety  of  books  is  remarkable,  and 
I thank  you  very  sincerely  for  many 
hours  of  perfect  enjoyment.” 
Another  reader  thanks  us  for  “the 
very  liberal  supply  of  records.  I 
can  only  say  they  make  the  lonely 
days  so  much  more  interesting  and  so 
much  shorter  for  me”.  Another 
says  “the  books  almost  become 
one’s  world.  In  them  there  is  every 
virtue  and  encouragement  to  help 
keep  one  abreast  of  the  struggle  in 
life.  One  always  finds  a character 
more  handicapped  than  oneself  who 
overcomes  and  wins.” 

PROPAGANDA 

Miss  Spurling  gave  two  talks,  one 
to  the  men  of  Toe  H and  the  other 
to  Commemoration  Women’s  Auxili- 
ary. 

In  St.  Dunstan’s  Review  of  April, 
Mr.  Ellis  wrote  an  article  of  appre- 
ciation of  the  work  of  the  library. 

ROTARY 

Rotary  has  again  proved  our  very 
good  friend.  Through  them  Rotary  in 
America  offered  us  certain  records  at  a 
reduced  rate.  A circular  letter  drawn  up 
by  Rotary  was  sent  to  all  municipalities 
in  the  Cape  Province  and  several  of  them 
are  making  us  annual  grants  or  have 
allowed  us  to  have  street  collections 
in  which  Rotary  Anns  have  been  most 
helpful.  We  congratulate  Mr.  Neil 
Hewitt  on  being  made  “Rotary 


Governor”  of  the  26th  District  and 
we  wish  him  God  speed  on  his  trip 
to  America.  Rotary  paid  a tribute  to 
the  work  of  the  libi-ary  and  to  the 
secretary  by  presenting  her  with  a 
“token  of  esteem”  at  their  annual 
dinner.  This  is  beautifully  illumin- 
ated and  is  proudly  exhibited  in  the 
library. 

VISITORS 

We  had  visits  from  members  of  the 
Cape  Provincial  Administration,  Mr. 
Slater,  the  Provincial  secretary;  Mr. 
Levyns,  under-secretary  to  the  Pro- 
vincial Administration  and  Mr. 
Friis,  director  of  Library  Services. 
Mr.  Friis  came  with  an  offer  to  help 
us  by  providing  books  on  loan.  These 
would  not  belong  to  us  and  there  is 
a question  as  to  whether  they  could 
be  lent  to  readers  in  the  other  pro- 
vinces. If  not,  this  would  be  contrary 
to  our  position  as  “South  African 
Library  for  the  Blind”  serving  the 
whole  country.  However,  the  matter 
is  still  being  debated.  Other  special 
visitors  included  Dr.  Thelma  Gutsche, 
president  of  the  National  Council  of 
Women.  Also  Prof,  and  Mrs.  Grieber 
from  the  University  of  Colorado. 

Bequests  were  received  from  the 
estates  of  Miss  Gould,  of  Mrs.  Rose 
Innes,  of  Mrs.  Logan  (one  of  our 
readers)  and  of  Mrs.  Freida 
Grantham. 

GRANTS,  DONATIONS  AND 
OTHER  HELP 

We  had  grants  from  the  Depart- 
ment of  Education,  Arts  and  Science, 
from  the  Provincial  Councils,  from 
St.  Dunstan’s,  from  the  S.A.  National 
Council  for  the  Blind,  from  three 
Divisional  Councils,  from  30  Munici- 
palities (five  more  than  the  previous 
year).  Other  Municipalities  increased 
their  grants  and  three  allowed  street 
collections.  Mrs.  Barker  arranged 
the  Grahamstown  street  cwllection 
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and  we  are  very  grateful  to  her  and 
her  collectors  as  we  are  to  those  who 
arranged  the  Kimberley  and  Stander- 
ton  collections. 

Public  libraries  and  other  places 
had  collecting  boxes  which  helped  our 
funds  substantially.  This  year 
Pietermaritzburg  headed  the  list  with 
£22  2s.  3d.  and  then  came  the  State 
Library,  Pretoria,  with  £20  6s.  6d. 
We  appreciate  the  interest  taken  by 
librarians,  some  of  them  making 
special  efforts  to  raise  money.  Special 
donations  include  £100  from  the  Rand 
Social  Club  for  the  Blind,  Brakpan, 
£100  from  Mrs.  Coates,  £100  from 
the  Rhodes  Rag  and  £15  from  the 
Queenstown  Toy  Makers. 

Six  schools  have  contributed  in- 
cluding two  local  ones.  Several 
people  gave  to  the  building  fund  and 
others  to  the  provident  fund.  We 
are  most  grateful  for  all  this  help 
from  public  and  private  donors,  for 
special  help  from  the  E.P.  Guardian 
Loan,  from  the  Standard  Bank  and 
from  the  Post  Office  officials  who 
handle  the  thousands  of  letters, 
books,  records  and  parcels  which  we 
receive  and  send  out.  We  are  very 
grateful  to  the  Press  and  especially 
to  Grocott’s  Daily  Mail. 

TREASURER’S  REPORT 

At  the  end  of  1953  we  reported 
that  during  the  previous  five  years 
the  amount  by  which  our  normal 
revenue  had  exceeded  our  normal 
expenditure,  plus  the  amount  we  had 
received  as  special  gifts  and  bequests, 
had  been  sufficient  to  meet  our  capital 
expenditure  on  books  and  records  and 
that  we  had  about  £6,000  cash  and 
investments  in  hand. 

We  anticipated  spending  the 
greater  part  of  this  sum  on  the 


extensions  to  the  library  which  had 
become  necessary  and  we  appealed  to 
our  friends  to  help  us  to  build  up  our 
reserves  again,  so  that  we  might  be  in 
a position  to  pay  for  further  exten- 
sions when  these  became  necessary. 

I am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that 
during  the  past  two  years  we  have 
had  a wonderful  response  to  this 
appeal,  and  our  ordinary  revenue 
from  all  sources — private  donors. 
Government,  Provincial  and  Divi- 
sional Councils  and  Municipalities — • 
has  increased  considerably,  while  our 
running  expenses  show  only  a slight 
increase,  and  the  amounts  we  have 
received  as  special  gifts  and  bequests 
have  also  increased  substantially. 

As  a result,  our  cash  and  invest- 
ments are  not  very  much  less  than 
they  were  before  we  started  building 
operations. 

The  following  figures  show  the 
position : — 

Cash  assets,  end  of  1953,  £6,016; 
excess  normal  income  over  running 
expenses,  1954-55,  £2,538;  special 
gifts,  1954-55,  £3,480.  Total, 

£12,034. 

Expended  on  building  and  shelving, 
1954  and  1955,  £4,825;  expended  on 
books  and  records,  1954  and  1955, 
£1,614.  Total  £6,439. 

Cash  assets  end  of  1955,  £5,595. 

We  are  most  grateful  to  our 
friends  and  supporters  and  we  are 
confident  that  they  will  continue  to 
help  us,  so  that  we  may  not  only  be 
able  to  add  to  our  stocks  of  books 
and  records  and  meet  the  increasing 
demands  for  these,  but  also  gradually 
accumulate  the  funds  which  will  be 
required  when  we  shall  again  have 
to  extend  our  premises.
